Citizens, 

On August 29, General Evren, head of the junta made a speech in Afyon. 
He directly attacked to our party in his speech. This speech was published in 
papers and broadcasted on the state radio and TV. 

Evren attacked the Communist Party of Turkey and tried to defend the 
junta. Let us look through the details concretely. Our party, from the begin- 
ning has emphasized the reactionary character of the junta. It explained our 
people that this constitution of junta would be repressive, anti-democratic and 
curtailing the militaray dictatorship. And Evren in his speech, did nothing, 
but confirmed these realities. 

In his speech, Evren gave quatations from our radio broadcastings against the 
junta administration, Yes, we are opposing the domestic and foreign policy of 
the junta administration. The junta administration defends the interests of a 
handful monopolists against interests of our people, toiling masses and against 
our national interests. It trails in the wake of the NATO chiefs and the US 
Administration. It follows a hypocritical policy. On one hand, he tries to present 
itself as a friend of Arap peoples and on the other hand, only few days ago, it 
announced through the spokesman of International Affairs Ministry that it 
supports the plans of Reagan who aims to strengthen the hegemony of the USA 
in the Middle East by basing itself on Israel. 

Communist Party of Turkey has been waging a struggle against reaction and 
exploitation for sixty-two years. CPT is such a national party that none of 
bourgeois parties could not be and will not be such a party. Today, if broad 
circle share the opinion of the CPT in connection with the future of the present 
regime, against the constitution of the junta, all show that the CPT defends 
the interests of our people, of all national interests and also show the anti- 
popular, anti-national character of the constitution of the junta, 

The junta is alarmed. Broad protests have been raised by our people. The 
junta could not keep people silent Our people are in defence of their own consti- 
tutional rights.There are also opponents in the Consultative Assembly whose 
members appointed by the junta. Restlessness among the ranks of the army also 
increases. How can not be so? Pentagon, the generals of the NATO have turned 
our country, from Edirne to Kars, into a passage way. On the other hand, some 
foreign radios and papers say that changes will take place in the goverment 
and in the National Security Council. 

The constitution is like a mirror which reflects all contradictions. The junta is 
trying to divide progressive forces with the "ogre of communism". It frightens 
those who say "No!" to the constitution of the junta with the demagogy of 
"following the line of the CPT". They will not reach to anywhere with this 
demagogy. 


The junta administration has no face to tell realities to our people. However, 
Evren,this time could not distort the policy of CPT. Opinion of our party in 
relation with the constitution is well-known by the public opinion and this 
forces the junta to talk such a way. He complains that people listens ‘Voice of 
the CPT" and "Our Radio" continuously. 

Evren is trying to connect broad resistance against the constitution to the 
influence of "external forces''It is a useless trump. Resistance takes place inside 
the country, Progressive politicians, trade unionists, scientists and artists who 
were deprived of their citizenship were thrown abroad. They are organising 
actions of protest. Their roots are inside the country. The junta of Evren can not 
take a step without taking permission from the NATO and the IMF. It is in 
defence of the US imperialism. The Communist Party of Turkey, on the other 
hand comes against the junta who tramples on national honour of the people. 

Our people want job, bread, peace, freedom, national independence and a 
democratic constitution. First of all, doors of jails should be opened. Freedom 
of activities of political parties should be recognised. Activities of trade unions 
should be free. TRT (Turkish Radion and TV) should allow everybody to raise 
their voices in its broadcastings. If the junta is not afraid of people, let us see 
that it realises these! Let us see! 

CPT calls upon all forces of democracy not to confuse with the tricks of the 
junta in the line of “divide and rule” and to be vigilant. Let us be as a single 
fist in the referendum for the constitution! Let us not give way to the consti- 
tution of the junta!

They brought a situation 
in which banks, brokers and giant holdings swallowed whatever hundreds of 
thousands of citizens had possessed. They put the country under heavy debts 
which is not possible to get out of it for tens of years. They put State Economic 
Enterprises and all the public property under the mortgage of the World Bank. 
Whatever they extracted out of the people with the coercion of the bayonets, 
they put and are still putting into the service of holdings which cannot by 
themselves even run their own factories and banks. 

They said they would bring democracy. They brought this notorious penal 
code as a constitution. They have turned our country into a concentration camp 
under the bayonets. Through this constitution, they are preparing themselves 
to maintain this situation in the future under a legal mask. 

They said that they were following the path of Atatürk. They betrayed 
whatever positive remained from the legacy of Atatürk. 

They said that they wanted friendship with all neighbouring countries. On 
the contrary, they moved closer into the wake of the US Administration. They 
opened our soil to new American forces. They brought our country onto the 
edge of being dragged into a nuclear fire, for the benefit of the Reaganites. 
They turned our country into a spring-board of the US Administration and 
NATO chiefs against the peoples of the Middle East. They are maintaining 
campaigns of the junta isolated our country from the peoples who defend peace 
and freedom in the world and from the progressive world public opinion. 

They came into power making the fascist terror of the Nationalist Action 
Party as a pretext. Now, in order to stay in power, they are trying to make use 
of attacks of a handful of reactionary Armenian terrorists who are tiedwith 
imperialism and they are trying to frighten people with this.

They are trying to impose this reactionary constitution 
for the future authoritarian “civilian” regime by recoinciling with all reactionary 
forces. But, mounting protests have further increased their fear and worries. 
They are trying to frighten and pacify our people by intensifying repression, 
anti-communism and anti-Sovietism. 

The Communist Party of Turkey as early as in the morning of September 
12, 1980, said that "this junta will not be able to solve any of problems of our 
people."

According to the plans of Reagan for nuclear attacks, soils of Anatolia is to 
be buffer in order to cut the shock force and the speed of opposite side. More 
openly, Turkey will carry the burden of nuclear attacks. The USA Adminis- 
tration who wants to be the head of the world. These circles who make nuclear 
blackmail, in contrary to their hopes, will not be able to rescue themselves from 
these flames of evil.

moves, with examples of heroism and renegacy, the party always existed and 
Comrade Bilen has never deviated from a course which is due to a communist 
leadership. Merging of patriotism with internationalism, loyality to Marxism- 
Leninism was the determining line of his long life. That was so, but we are espe- 
cially lucky because we got to know him in the latest period of our recent 
history which is full of rich experiences. As compared with the grey background 
of historical documents, the days which have been lived through are incompa- 
rably vivid. 

The year of 1973 is a turning point in the history of our party. lt was a leap 
forward. A principle which is valid for every organised, conscious action is also 
valid for the iod of leap forward of our party. Leap in party building, es- 
pecially under illegal conditions will contain many spontaneous elements. It is 
very difficult to avoid from this. This is an undesirable thing. This is even more 
valid to prevent spontaneity in organising the conscious, vanguard contingent 
of the working class. Therefore, it.is difficult to take the risk of such a leap. 
One should be steadfastly ready to face the results of such unexpected develop- 
ments and failures which is difficult to foresee, Ten years of experience has 
proved this truth. Organisers of 1973 leap could not get the opportunity for 
the completition of ideological preparations, careful selection of the cadres, 
determining the forms of organisation in detail, in short, to take each necessary 
step for the unity and discipline and fighting capability of the party. Every- 
thing should have been learned amid the class struggles and so it happened. The 
party would stand up in this way and at the same time, all weaknesses of this 
leap would come up before the party at every sharp turning point. The period 
we lived through, corraborates this. 

We have never said that we have done everything in the best way. Neverthless, 
we knew how a heavy responsibility has been taken over with the decisions 
for the 1973 leap. This decision paved the way for the party to establish itself 
inside the class struggles in an unrefutable manner. The honour of this historical 
task, above all, is due to Comrade Bilen. 

Ten years ago, the question of channelling those groups which were separate 
from each other and inspired from Marxism-Leninism and which appeared 
under the conditions brought by 12 March 1971 coup, into the communist 
movement was facing our party. Comrade Bilen is the person who grasped this 
with a supreme intution gained as a result of a lengthy organising experience 
and achieved this task. Our monthly organ Atılım, which was set up by him, has 
put an end to this disorder, in a short time. This Leninist paper has played a 
special role in organising the cadres, who came through the revolutionary expe- 
riences of 12 March 1971 period, into the party ranks, this path was not an 
unpaved path. It was a path drawn in 1900 by Lenin and tested along the way. 
Neverthless, in order to walk along such a path, one should be a Leninist. 

The task was a complicated one. It was a complicated task to weld together 
these cadres who came from different organisations, accustomed to different 
forms and style of work and of course, who could not get rid of relics of petty- 
bourgeois ideology in a day. All of us were working on our own way and could 
not have the opportunity to get acquainted with a comrade, belonging to the 
party, the type of a communist apart from ourselves, We almost thought that 

friendship among our previous narrow circles although consolidated by many 
ing memories, as being party comradeship. was creating situation a 
which produces difficulties in grasping the relationship among 


of understanding communist discipline and proffessional style of work. We do 
not want to underestimate the friends-in-struggle of old groups. However, if 
this would be a factor which paralyses the mechanism of criticism and self-cri- 
ticism ‘conceals the mistakes and evades the problems, of course, such a concep- 
tion should be knocked down and in its stead the principled character, both 
militant revolutionary and steel-like hardness of communist relations should 
become a dominant one. 

Comrade Bilen dealt with this question in our party conference in 1977. 
Moreover, he especially emphasised the danger. Unless the cadres do not leave 
artisan-like style of work, characteristic of old circles period, this will create the 
objective basis of factionalism inside the party. All activities and organisational 
structures therefore, should be reconsidered on the basis under the motto of 
"An end. to Artisanship". Comrade Bilen connected this motto organically 
with the task of improving the composition of the party membership. It was 
continuosly necessary to increase the numerical strength of the workers in the 
composition of the membership. The slogan of “Factories are our Fortresses" 
occupied an important place in the decisions of the conference, This decision 
has been put into practice creatively above all, by.activities of the basic party 
units at every new stage. 

When we evaluate the past from the hindsight of the present, we see more 
clearly how we made a step by step progress in solving some complicated ques- 
tions which were characteristics of 1973 leap period. The writter of these lines, 
as many of our comrades, many times witnessed the steadfast stand of Comrade 
Bilen before extremely difficult problems which our party faced. 

Developments in the post-conference period are alive in memories. First, 
petty-bourgeois elements inside the party rebelled against the strike blown on 
old factional remnants.

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SITUATION IN TURKEY ON THE EVE OF REFERENDUM 


*** The trial of Peace Committee leaders continued on September 7, with 
cross-examination of M.Dikerdem. In his defence, he stated: "In period of a 
time, NATO entered in a state of aggression which endangers peace in the region 
and in the world... That is why are against NATO.” 

In the trial which took place on September 14, Reha Isvan, wife of the 
former Mayor of Istanbul, Ahmet Isvan who is being tried in Disk trial was 
cross-examined. She said: Peace is the question of everybody. Above all, lama 
woman. It is impossible for me to be isolated from peace. And, being a human 
being, instinctly, 1 want to live. Women produce the human race. But wars 
annihilate humanity. That is why women are important elements of peace 
movement. I consider it as my duty to take part in the peace movement as a 
human being and as a women The world peace movement is objective. It is not 
directed to this or that opinion, state or person... It is not a crime but a duty to 
take part in the peace movement. It is a duty of every humanbeing..." 

In the following trial, cross-examination of Orhan Apaydın, the Chairman of 
the Istanbul Bar Association started.O. Apaydın said: On my part and also on 
behalf of the Bar Association of Istanbul, I have the honour of being partici- 
pated in organisation of peace movement in Turkey. 

Peace Committee trial will continue with cross-examination of other leaders. 


*** In DISK trial, cross-examination of leaders of the confedaration, Celal 
Küçük and Kemal Nebioglu have completed. 


The junta administration carries out its repression and terror on Kurdish 
People in eastern provinces, It applies heavy repression and torture onto patriots 
in prisons of these provinces. According to Frankfurter Rundschau. dated 

September 17, 1982, 5 prisoners out of 45 who started hunger strike at the 
beginning of September, in order to protest tortures in jails have died. Cemil 


Tanrıverdi, a doctor who exposed anti-human tortures in Diyarbakir jail has been 
killed in the police headquarters. 

International Association of Lawyers sent a lawyer to Turkey in order to 
examine conditions in Diyarbakir prisons. The lawyer's report says: Prisoners in 
Diyarbakir prison are in very difficult conditions, under torture and repression. 
All cross-examinations takes place under torture. Prisoners are brought to the 
court in cage-like buses. Their testimonies are forced to be signed by them under 
torture. They are being kept in prison because of some crimes which they have 
not committed. E 

Turkish and Kurdish workers abroad have also protested repressive measu- 
res and tortures in Diyarbakır prisons, by various actions. They have organised 
many demonstrations. In Bern, group of 30 people organised a press conference 
in front of the "United Press International" news agency and exposed brutality 
and tortures to the public opinion. 

In Vienna, a group of people gathered in front of the Amnesty Interna- 
tional building and protested murders in prisons, demanded that Amnesty Inter- 
national should organise a fact-finding trip to Turkey. 

In Paris, a group of 50, among them were Turkish and Kurdish young people 
also organised a press conference in front of the Amnesty International building. 
They presented many documents as the proof of tortures and murders in jails 
of the junta. 


*** Yalçın Küçük, a lecturer has been tried with the charge of making 
communist propaganda in his book titled ‘For a New Republic". 


*** Legal proceedings has started against founders and leaders of Union of 
Writers in Turkey. (TYS). Its leaders, a well-known writer Yagar Kemal, a 
poet Ataol Behramoglu and Adnan Özyalgıner have been cross-examined. 
Military prosecutor have demanded 1-6 years of imprisonment for well-known 
writers and poets, 


*** It was stated by the authorities that 14 more people who are mostly 
trade unionists would be deprived of their citizenship. Among them are: Kemal 
Daysal (Executive Commitee member of DISK), Mehmet Karaca (Chairman of 
Maden-İş), Turhan Ata (one of the leaders of Bank-Sen) Murat Tokmak (mem- 
ber of Executive Committee of Maden-İş), Aydin Yeşilyurt (Regional represen- 
tative of DISK), Bahtiyar Erkul (Deputy chairman of Maden-15), Turhan Ata 
(one of DISK leaders) and other trade unionists Zeki Adsiz, Ayhan Diimen, 
Şemsettin Hiiseyin,Taner Salih Serin,Hasan Cangöz and a lawyer,Kemal Burkay. 


*** Legal proceedings has started against 19 trade unionists who are members 
of Research Bureau of DISK, in Istanbul. Death penalties for 10 of them have 
been demanded in accordance with number 146/1 provision of the Turkish Penal 
Code. Among whom the death penalties have been demanded are: A. Yıldız, 
Chairman of "Peoples Houses” (Halkevleri) and a senate member, ex-Chairman 
of Union of Architects and Engineers Chamber of Turkey, Teoman Oztiirk. For 
other trade unionists, 5-15 years of imprisonments have been demanded.

MILITARY CUNTA FACES STRONG PROTEST 
ALSO OUTSIDE THE COUNTRY 


Allongside repression, terror and brutality, death penalties, tortures in prisons 
and false trials, repressive draft constitution of the junta has faced a broad 
opposition against it in the country, an opposition from the working class to 
civil servants, writers, journalists, middle strata, with various political opinions, 
consisting various classes and forces. While this opposition against the draft cons- 
titution broadens in the country, and the cunta goes in to isolation from the 
working people, outside the country, progressive democratic public opinion 
protests the anti-democratic applications, repression and terror the draft cons- 
titution of the cunta administration which is anti-democratic and repressive in 
character and defends the interests of collaborating and monopolist bourgeosie 
and the land lords only, and they express their solidarity with democratic forces 
of Turkey. 

Political Commision of European Council in its extraordinary meeting in 
September discussed the situation in Turkey and prepared a draft resolution. In 
the resolution, it was demanded that before the referendum, ban on freedom of 
expression should be lifted and referendum should take place under democra- 
tic conditions. In addition, European Council decided to employ a commision 
consisting of lawyers from Federal Germany, and Denmark. This commission, 
after its work, came up with the result that "It was impossible for Turkey to 
return democracy under prevailing conditions” One of the members of the 
commission, Gemelfort Hansen, from Denmak, proffesor of Law, in his report 
which he presented to the Council told about anti-democratic content of the 
draft constitution and underlined that specially freedom of expression and in 
general all basic rights and freedoms were seriously limited in the draft consti- 
tution, 

Progressive public opinion in England also protested repressive regime of the 
junta administration in Turkey. At the beginning of September, while the British 
Trade Union Confederation (TUC) condemned repressive regime of the junta in 
Turkey, Kemal Daysal, member of Executive Committee of DISK, Abdullah 
Yilmaz and Ertan Uyar from Maden-İş, Cahit Baylav from Bank-Sen and Nafiz 
Bostancı from Genel-İş were also guests in the congress. They gave speeches 
and explained the anti-democratic, repressive character of the draft constitution 


comdemned and terror of military dictatorship. 
In France, ittee for solidarity with Turkey has published a booklet, 
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titled "Trade Union Rights and Freedoms in Draft Constitution”. The booklet 
gives detailed information about provisions of the draft constitution in relation 
with trade union rights and states that this constitution introduces lock-out as 
an constitutional right and right to strike is limited to such extent that it is 
almost non-existed. + 

Heinz Oscar Fetter member of Federal German Social Democratic Party 
in European Parliament and Social Democratic party of Sweeden and member of 
Political Commision of European Council Anita Grabin made statements and 
pointed out the repressive character of the draft constitution. 

International Confederation of Free Trade Unions has made a statement in 
connection with situation in Turkey at the end of second year of the junta admi- 
nistration in which it stresses that new draft constitution was far from securing 
basic human rights and freedoms in the country and demanded that repressive 
measures on trade unionists and trade union activities should be ended. 

Turkish and Kurdish workers abroad have also protested the draft constitu- 
tion through joint actions, organised by democratic organisations of workers, 
members of Workers’ Party of Turkey and other Kurdish organisations. As 
compared by previous actions much more people participated in these demons- 
trations and actions of protest. People with different political views raised 
their voices together. They raised the slogan "No to the pro-September 12 
constitution", These demonstrations were also important steps along the united 
action of democratic forces outside the country.
